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LEGAL SPECULATION OF WHAT MIGHT HAPPEN IN 
CASE OF “NO ELECTION’’ 


There has been much speculation concerning the political and 
I opal consequences in the event that no candidate for President 
or Vice President wins a majority in the Electoral College next 
November. 
The LaFollette candidacy conceivably—but by no 
means probably— may throw the election of the President into 
the present House of Representatives and that body might itself 
be deadlocked, since a majority of all the States is necessary to a 
choice and none of the presidential candidates is certain of a ma­ 
jority. 
There are constitutional lawyers who hold that if no Presi­ 
dent is chosen the term of President Coolidge will end March 4, 
1925; that the new House of Representatives will have no author­ 
ity to choose a President ; that the United States Senate, on the 
other hand, has the power to elect a Vice President either before 
or after March 4; that if the Senate should be deadlocked and no 
Vice President should be chosen the country would be without a 
Chief Executive for the duration of the deadlock. 
Other lawyers maintain that in the event the voters fail to 
elect a President and a Vice President, Mr. Coolidge, under preva­ 
lent comon-lavv principles, will continue in oflice until the election 
find installation of his legal successor. 
Still, other students of 
constitutional and statutory law’ are inclined to believe that Presi­ 
dent Coolidge^ present term must end automatically March 4, and 
that in the event of a Senate deadlock on the vice presidency the 
Secretary of tSate would become Chief Executive by virtue of the 
statute regulating the presidential succession. 


SAMPLE OF LABOR PARTY GOVERNMENT 


The British Labor Government of Ramsay MacDonald, which 
has just fallen, came into power in Great Britain last January, 
when the Conservative Ministry of Stanley Baldwin which had 
been at the helm only a few months, was dismissed by the House 
of Commons with a vote of lack of confidence because of its es­ 
pousal of protection. 
The defeat of the Baldwin Administration was the culmina­ 
tion of a Laborite Amendment to the reply to the King’s speech 
from the throne. The amendment declared that it was the duty 
of the House “respectfully to submit to Your Majesty that Your 
Majesty’s present advisers have not the confidence of the House.” 
The amendment was introduced byJohn R. dynes, at present Lord 
Privy Seal, then deputy leader of the Parliamentary Labor Party. 
It was adopted by a vote of 328 to 250, after Mr. MacDonald mov­ 
ed closure of the debate. 
On January 22 Mr. McDonald went to Buckingham Palace at 
the request of the King and accepted the task of forming the new’ 
Government of which he became the head. Thus Great Britain 
came under the domination of a Laborite Government, which in­ 
cluded members of the nobility in its make up. 
At the time of MacDonald's assumption of power at the re- 
|quest of lh 
was realized that at any time by coalition 
[of their vol. the Liberals and the Conservatives could overthrow 
|him on a question of high impart, for in the general elections of 
>ecembrfr, 1923, the Conservatives had 259 seats and the Liberals 
59 seats .while the Laborites had only 191.

WISCONSIN'S PRIDE 
JOLTED BY OHIOANS 
AT DAIRY MEETING 


Ohio ha? jolted Wisconsin'? pride, 
and in Milwaukee at that, according 
to Ohio dairymen who have just re­ 
turned front the National Dairy Show, 
held this year in Wisconsin for lite 
first time in several years. 
Though Wisconsin leads the nation 
in cheese production, whereas Ohio 
produces only 2 per cent of the total, 
the two states were tied for first hon 
ors at the Milwaukee show. And Ohio 
dair>men had on exhibit more Swiss 
cheese than Wisconsin did. 
Of the three Aroid medals won by 
Ohio the one for Swiss cheese caused 
the mosi 
surprise. 
Wisconsin pro­ 
duces 75 per cent and Ohio 12 1-2 per 
cent of the country’s 
Swiss 
cheese 
supply. 
The Ohio Swiss cheese, ex­ 
hibited by the Deis Fertig Dairy Co., 
of Dover, won out largely because ii 
had been made with the bacteria cul­ 
ture discovered by the Federal Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, in the behalf v>f 
R. B, Stoltz, professor of dairy in­ 
dustry at the Ohio State University. 
"Until recently homemade rennet 
and luck were necessary to produce 
a Swiss cheese that could compete 
with the imported product." Profes­ 
sor Stoltz explains.
